year's  experience  in  the  work  of  our  Order. 

I  hope  we  are  all  in  a  better  position  to  know  its  wants  in   this  .Jntis, 
diction,  and  that  we  meet  here  to-day  tirmly  impressed   with   our  duties ; 
representatives  of  so  noble  and  great  an  Institution. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  I  ain  glad  to  shv,  sag 
the  necessity  of  repealing  the  Dormant  Law.  It  appeared  to  givcin;rw| 
amount  of  unnecessary  work  to  Secri'taries  of  Subordinates  without  tiie  oort 
responding  results  which  it  was  intended  to  produce  when  passed,  andwej 
now  again  working  under  the  old  principles. 

The  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  not  having  progressed  as  miu-li  nsniiui 
of  its  most  ardent  supporters  would  desire,  a  scheme  will  be  laid  before  vol 
for  the  inauguration  of  an  Endowment  Fund  which  will  undoubtedly  ^mJ 
impetus  to  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  be  a  great  benefit  to  widon] 
and  families  of  our  deceasi'd  Brothers.

[klu'e.  No-  •^-  which  was  attended  to  by  that  Brother,  and  I  am  happy  to  say 
lat  this  year  the  returns  from  all  the  Lodges  have  been  received  in  good 
|iie  and  in  good  shape. 

Duvinj,'  recess,  I  received  documents  concerning  an  appeal  against  the 
Itiim  of  Viitoria  Lodge,  No.  1,  in  expelling  Robt.  Foster,  and  immediately 
uileil  the  sa.""  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals.

inmiittee,  having  only  been  received  a  few  days  ago. 

In  the  hitter  end  of  November  I  received  a  circular  from  the  Grand 
're;,'arilin|?  the  change  in  the  work,  which  necessitated  sending  for  new 
bks;  this  I  did.  and  have  now  in  stock  12  new  Initiatory  Charge  Books  and 
iniw  Decree  Books.
